time this murder was wrapt in apparently un- 
fathomable mystery, but suspicion rested on 
four men who deposited a large amount of 
gold dust in the San Francisco Mint. They 
were arrested and conveyed to, Lewiston, 
Idaho, Territory, for trial; in the mean‘ time 
the most extraordinary efforts were mrade to 
effect their release or escape. The names of 
the aceused were Wm. Page. David Howard, 
James P. Romain and Christopher Lower. 
Page turned State’s evidence and was the 
prominent witness for the prosecution. Hi: 
evidence, published in full in the Age, details 
the bloody work of the murder of Magruder 
and four others, Phillips, Allen, and two broth- 
ers, names unknown. The parties were all 
traveling together from Bannack mines to 
Lewiston, Magruder having about $12.00) 
and 26 mntes.. At night. in ‘the wilds of Idabo, 
Magruder was slain with an axe, by Howard 
and Romain, and the balance of the patty one 
by one elther shot or cut to pieces. The four 
then started for San Francisco, via Lewiston 
and Portland, Oregon, and were arrested in 
San Francisco. Page says that he took no 
partin the murders, although he knew for 
several days that it was qontemplated by the 
ruffians. Why they spired his life do:s not 
appear from the testimony, although he seems 
to have been regarded as “one of them.’’ 

_ On the 23d of January the Jury retired, and 
immediately after came into Court and rend- 
ered a verdict of guilty of murder in the first 
degree, against Howard, Romain and Lower. 

By telegraph from Portland via San Fran- 
cisco. we learn that the condemned murderers 
were hung in the presence of a large assem- 
blage. All three protested their innocence on 
the scaffold, but each charged the crime upon 
the ethers. One of them pronounced Page as 
the guilty man. and the others charged the 
horrid deed on their companions on the scaf- 
fold. - That the really guilty parties were con- 
victed there can be ro doubt, but exacfly bow 
deep Page was in the matter, will perhaps 
never be known, 

Lleyd Magruder was an old Califordiaa. 
highly respected by all who knew him. For 
a number of years be was editor and proprie- 
tor of the Marysville Zepress. before it beeante 
the open and avowed copperhead sheet it now 
is. He was a member of the legislature from 
Yuba county for several years. At the time 
of his brutal massacre he was returning from 
the Bannack mines, whither he had been with 
a large stock of goods. One of the witnesses 
on the trial having sworn that Magruder had 
$8,000 in a certain purse when he left Virginia 
City, was asked on crors examination, how he 
knew that there was that sum in the package ? 
He promptly. responded : “J tas told so by a 


man who never told alice” A high eulogium 


and a true one.
